Pentecost is a time to celebrate and re- 
new our commitment to Christ and to His 
church, It is a time when — at the recom- 
mendation of the last General Synod — we 
shall focus especially on the mission which 
we have covenanted to do together.

U.C.C. Aids 
Black Colleges 


The United Church of Christ has con- 
tributed a million and a half dollars in 
emergency aid to six Black colleges his- 
terically re.ated to it, President Robert V. 
Moss, announced recently. 

Dr. Moss presented checks for $250,000 
each to the Presidents of the six schools: 
Dr. Broadus Butler, Dillard University, 
New Orleans, La.; Dr. James Lawson, Fisk 
Universily, Nashville, Tenn.; Dr. John T. 
King, Huston-Tiilotson College, Austin, 
Tex.; Dr. Odell Horton, LeMoyne - Owen 
College, Memphis, Tenn; Dr. Herman 
Long, Ta.ladega College, Talladega, Ala.; 
and Dr. George Owens, Tougaloo College, 
tougaloo, Miss. 

The United Church took out a com- 
merical loan to obtain emergency funds. 
Principal and interest will be paid from 
proceeds of a multi-miilion dollar fund- 
raising drive to be conducted among mem- 
bers of the U.C.C. for these colleges and 
jor overseas higher educational  institu- 
tions related to the UCBWM. 

The Black colleges were founded more 
than 100 years ago by the American Mis- 
sionary Association, an agency of the Con- 
gregational Christian Churches. The U.C.C. 
nas maintained a continuing relationship 
with the schools. 

Negotiations of the loan and the fund- 
raising drive are authorized by an action 
of the denomination’s General Synod. 


Dollar Drop Affects Missions 


Overseas mission fields of the Board for 
World Ministries will suffer a drop of 
between $100,000 and $150,000 in pur- 
chasing power in 1972 because of the de- 
valuation of the dollar, according to a 
study made by John F, Fairfield, associate 
treasurer. Hardest hit missions are in 
Rhodesia, India, Turkey and Japan,
